ditions Now Show.

FORTS

DAMAGED 


Declare if English Army Fought Like 


Russians They Would be in 


London in a Week.

York).— Kitchener was deceived by 
his Russian advisers if they reported 
Kowno and other 
fortified 
cities 
“emptied” by the 
retreating army, 
for that is half truth. 


Kowno is an “empty shell” but the 
nine forts and twenty new batteries 
are filled with powerful cannon— 
over 1,300 of them—mostly undam­ 
aged. 
The hill sides 
about Memel 
river are storehouses of ammunition. 
The city 
is plundered—shop 
after 
shop is wrecked and the 25,000 in­ 
habitants remaining are barefooted 
and destitute. 


If Russia were America, Congress 
might tin«! material 
here for many 
court m adials and an army reor­ 
ganization which would astound. 


In Kowno, more than seven million 
rounds of rifle ammunition and sev­ 
eral hundred 
thousand 
rounds of 
shrapnel and heavy artillery ammu­ 
nition were found. 
A captured Rus­ 
sian lieutenant swore this ammuni­ 
tion did not “fit the guns.” 
These 
valuable stores, which the Allies so 
badly needed, slipped in the wrong 
positions. 
Kitchener 
surely didn’t 
know of this, think the Germans, or 
he would never have declared to the 
world that the Germans were winning 
only “empty shells.” 


Another thing an American inves­ 
tigation committee would find, would 
be evidence of dissipation. 
Empty 
champagne bottles and empty cases 
are almost as thick as guns. 
Offic­ 
ers tell me 
that in 
searching the 
abandoned desks in officers quarters 
they find women’s lingerie and other 
evidences of “high life.” 
Captured 
R u s s ia n s and tin* few shop keepers 
who remained 
behind 
testify that 
nearly every officer had a mistress. 
I talked to Dr. Prussian, who m ar­ 
ried a Brooklyn woman and who was

ships, about immorality among tht 
Russian troops. He is a volunteer in 
the Russian hospital. 
He declared 
that the best residents of 
Kowno, 
who stayed here told him that many 
Russian girls and women were aban 
doned by the retreating Russians— 
some of t he girls 10 and 17. 


I saw today Forts 1, II, III, and 
Battery IV. 
Everywhere ihe fine 
guns were in position with not even 
the locks destroyed. 
Mo-t of them 
were oiled and ready 
for in-tant 
use. 
It is true that the German 42 cm 
guns smashed some strategic posi 
tions 
In fort No. II one 42 em. she! 
drilled a hole 40 or 50 feet into the 
ground and exploded, destroying the 
only important communicating 
un 
derground passage between the bat 
teries. 
From the mute evidence o 
old torn boots, rifles, hats r nd coat 
thereabout it must have killed and 
buried alive more than a hundrei 
men. 
I can easily understand why thi 
may have caused a panic among th 
officers and men, but I cannot under 
stand why a fortified city should he 
abandoned when less than 30 r>ei 
cent of the fort if icat ions were fired 
at. 
Battery 4, which commands 
the 
main, double track 
railroad, which 
the advancing Germans 
used, was 
not damaged. 
A captured Russian 
under-officer said today that not a 
German Hioll was fired at this bat­ 
tery. 
When the Russians retreated they 
did it so suddenly that these cannon 
were not even used to destroy 
the 
railroad line. 
This laek of action
